NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
- 


The Russian newspapers have been very instructive reading during the 
past week. Their long and passionate articles on the Jewish Question 
show that the Russian conscienee has been pricked by the revelations of the 
Press in England, France, Germany. and Austria. Some of them 
are merely abusive, such as the articles in the Nord and the Grashdanin, 
which make the most absurd charges against the Jews, One of the accusa- 
tions is that they supply 90 percent. of the Nihilist party! The Noruje 
Vremja has a significant article on the attitude of the French press entitled 
«“ The Franco-Russian Relations and Judaism.” Its burden is to warn the 
French people that they are teing Jed astray by Hebrew journalists in dis- 
guise, and that if they join inthe Judeophil outery they will risk the friend- 
ship of the only Power in Europe who cherishes a real affection for France. 
But if there is no truth in the alleged persecutions, why this portentous 
threat? The same journal published earlier in the week an article which 
practically concedes all the plaintive contentions of the Jews. It describes 
the native Hebrews as detrimental to the Russian ideal, declares that all the 
protests in the werld will not prevent tie Imperial Government from opera- 
ting against the distinctiveness of both Jews and Lutherans, and expresses @ 
hope that the time is not far distant when the peculiar communal organisa- 
tion permitted to the Jews will be abolished. This ts in strange contrast to 
the official assurance of the Russian Government that no persecutions are 
contemplated. It is important to notice that the Norvje Vremja places the 
Protestant and Jewish questions on precisely the same level, thus showing 
that the persecutions arise, as we pointed ontlast week, from general principles 
of intolerance, and are not to be justified by extravagant and fantastical 
stories of Jewish vice.

The unfortunate Jews in Russia may well envy ther coreligionists in 
those territories of Central Asia, which have in recent years fallen under the 
domination of the Czar. The policy followed by the Russian authorities in 
these regions towards the Jews is the very reverse of that which obtains in 
the Empire proper. In Central Asia the Jews enjoy complete civil rights, 
and should the Emir of Bokhara, for instance, venture to look with an un- 
foyourable eve on a Jew, he is at once cautioned to treat the followers of the 
Jewish religion with more consideration, since they are as much human beings 
as the Mahomedans. IRnussia is well aware that the Jews are a useful element 
in its plans for the éxtension of its Empire in Asia. The ews on their part 
are under obligations to Russia, which has rescued them from the clutches of 
former blood-thirsty Emirs and their marauding officia's, and has placed in 
their hands the means of a safe existence. 


Among the many Gutachten on the anti-Semitic agitation which have 
been published none is more inte resting than the letter of the late Empress 
Augusta of Germany, a translation of which we give In another column. 
Apart from its general terms it has a specific value inasmuch as its shows 
that the late Emperor l’rederick was not alone in t!e indignation with which 
he observed the growth of anti-Semitism in the German Empire. The 
leaders of the Judenhelze have hitherto more than suggested that they repre- 
sent the private views of the Imperial family as well as German national and 
Christian feeling. They have also frequently hinted that the late Emperor 
rederick was not as Judeophilic as he was represented, and that he never 
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really did denounce anti-Semitism as a Schmach des Jahrhunderts (disgrace 


of the century). These absurd pretensions are now finally dissipated by the 
letter of the Empress Augusta, who was as patriotically German as she was 
undeniably Imperial and Christian. It will be observed that the Empress 
bears her testimony to the trath of the story which represents her son as 
denouncing the anti-Semitic movement, which she herself describes as 
“ poisonous.” Taken in conjunction with the attitude of her regretted son, this 
letter forms a precious tradition which, it is to be hoped, will not be lost on 
the present Kaiser, 

Blum Pasha, after holding, for fourteen years, with great credit to him- 
self and advantage to the country he served, the post of Egyptian Under- 
Secretary for Finance, has left Cairo for Europe in order to enter on his new 
duties as Director of the Credit Anstalt Bank in Vienna. He has taken his 
departure amid universal regret, for he was highly esteemed by Arab and 
European ‘alike, and is the recipient of a signal honour from Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria, who, as we announced last week, has appointed him a 
Knight Commander of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. This 
distinction is unique, as Blum Pasha is the first foreign Jew, we believe, on 
whom it has been conferred. There are only two other Jews who hold the 
same grade in the Order—Sir Saul Samnel and Sir Julias Vogel. Many 
were the marks of honour bestowed upon Blum Pasha by the two Viceroys 
who have ruled Egypt during his term of office, conspicuous in this respect 
being the palace which the ex-Khedive, Ismail Pasha, specially erected for 
his Excellency. To the Jewish community in Cairo, Blum Pasha’s resigna- 
tion is a severe blow. He is not one of those men who content themselves 
with being Jews at heart. He showed his deep interest in communal matters 
by attending all important meetings, and his desire for the advancement of 
individual members of the community by appointing several young Jews, who 
now have attained important positions, to work under him in the Ministry of 
Finance. Ample opportunities will be afforded to Herr lum, ‘as he doubt- 
less will henceforth be designated, to be of similar service to his coreligionists 
in his new sphere of activity in the capital of Austria, 


By the death of the Rey. David Piza the Sephardic community has lost a 
Hazan who will be long and affectionately remembered. Mr. Piza belonged 
to'a type of the Jewish clergy of which he was one of the very best repre- 
sentatives. It will be cordially recognised that Hazan Piza was a bright 
example for consistency of life, for simple piety and for dignity of character, and 
he will long be missed and mourned by a circle far beyond the limits of his own 
congregation. Moreover his Hebrew education was of a kind which enabled him 
to offer prayer with that ferrour which made the congregation feel that he 
was worshipping in a very mother tongue. Forty-four years is a long minis- 
tration in one congregation, and it will be easily conceived that during that 
period, for no inconsiderable portion of which the ancient congregation was 
without a Haham, Mr. Piza must on many occasions have had allotted to him 
the duty of tending the sick and comforting the bereaved. It is natural, 
therefore, that he has endeared himself to a very large circle. His gentle 
disposition and his singular devotion to his sacred calling made him an intla- 
ence for good, and earned for him the high esteem of the Jewish community,

A statement made in a Note of. last week may perhaps rmquire some 
explanation. We there mentioned that of the Anglo-Jewish community 
none but the Chief Rabbi was possessed of the right to decide questions of 
Jewish law and custom. This right, it should be added, is shared by all the 
members of the Beth Din. As Dr. Friedlander has shewn, in his able article 
on the late Chief Rabbi in the eurrent number of the Jewish Quarterly 
Review (p. 579) the Dayanim must be ordained Rabbis, possessing Hattarath 
Horaah, authorising them to decide questions concerning the practice of reli- 
gious precepts. The Rey. Dr. Hermann Adler obtained this authority as far 
back as 1862, when, as was then recorded in our columns, after having con- 
tinned his theological studies at Prague for a period of two years, he was 
ordained by the venerable spiritual chief of that community, Chief Rabbi 
Rapoport, and the erudite Talmudist, Rabbi Samuel Freund, the Chief Dayan 
of that congregation. The other members of the Beth Din, the Rev. B. 
Spiers and the Rev. Jacob Reinowitz are also in possession of the rabbinical 
diploma. In addition to these there are some other gentlemen invested with 
this authority who have held the post of Rabbi in other countries. Both the 
Rey.Sussman Cohen, of Manchester, and the Rey. Benjamin Schewzig, one of 
the tutors at the Ramsgate Theological College, have been ordained, we believe, 
by Chief Rabbi Spektor, of Kowno. The Rev. B. H. Ascher, the ex- 
Kabbronim Rabbi of the United Synagogue, has also the ANNA NINA, Bat in 
our last week’s note we referred to acting Ministers of Congregations such as the 
Rey.

Your correspondent, Mr. Hazelip, supports his remarks by the testimony of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. [am certainly not disposed to contradict such influ- 
ential authority to the effect that the Porte is prejudiced against Russian Jewish 
emigration to Palestine. Such testimony has probably been given by the Associa- 
tion: but Mr. Hazelip has omitted to state the date of the report to which he 
refers. I have enquired carefully of persons, who are well informed on the matter, 
and am assured that at the present moment no restrictions are placed on immigra- 
tion to Palestine. 

By dwelling so strongly on the agricultural advantages of Canada without 
touching on the nature of the Palestinian soil, Mr. Hazelip leads us to infer that 
in comparison to Canada, the Holy Land is nothing else but a desert. But surely 
this is a point which has again and again been refuted. Every intelligence from 
the already established colonics assures us of their flourishing condition ; every 
traveller brings back glowing accounts of the natural beauty and fertility of the 
country, of the numerous industries, for the exercise of which every accommoda- 
tion could be found there. The sixteen delegates, including doctors, engineers and 
Rabbis, despatched by Russian congregations to Palestine, after careful investi- 
gation, are of opinion that the country is as well adapted for azriculture as Switzer- 
land and Italy. No Jess interesting and important is the evidence of a Christian 
clergyinan, residing in Jerusalem, who at last Sunday's meeting of the Chovevei 
Zion Association, maintained that every barren piece of ground in Syria could with 
sufficient cultivation be converted into a small Paradise. 1 can also mention-that 
two prominent members of the Anglo-Jewish Association—the Rev. Mr. Singer 
and Mr. Hermann Landau—have renounced their views that Canada offers greater 
advantages for colonisation than the Holy Land,and that they have expressed 
their svinpathy with the objects of the Chovevei Zion Associ ition. 

Again, considered politically, the emigrants would in no other country be 
more looked as and interlopers th in in Canada. Canada stands 
less in need of an increase of population than’ the Turkish dependencies, nor 
ought the fact that it isa territory belonging to a friendly government to be counted 
in its favour, because England can exercise its influence in an almost equal degree 
over Turkey as over Canada. 

In Palestine, where their neighbours would be the Arab natives, whose 
intellivence and degree of civilization does not exceed their own, the colonists, 
seni-barbarians (is Mr. Hazelip says) though they are, would not be so severely 
handicapped in competition, as would be the among the great Canadian 
farmers and landowners. — It is certain that the inborn shrewdness of the Semite, 
weakened, however, as it is hy want of exp rience, Will nof make the best of the 
hareain over Yankee finesse in disposing of the produce of their lands, or in’ any 
other branch of commerce, so that in the course of time the foreizners would be 
crowded out from agricultural occupation, and asa natural consequence return to 
their former itinerant life of hawkers and petty traders, which, in a very short 


tine would reduce them to the conditions of distress and poverty from which 
they had only recently made their escape.

Sir.—Much information is to be obtained (said Sir Julian Goldsmid, Bart., 
M.P., in the Daily Graphic of 11th inst.), from the pamphlet written by 
Prince Demidoff San Donato, which was translated by Mr. J. Michel, 
Her Majesty's Consul General at St. Petersburg. He omitted no doubt uninten- 
tionally some interesting details. The translation was made from a MS. in 
Russian, forwarded to me by the late Prince Demidoff by Her Majesty's Consul 
General at a cost to me, including this, the printing, publishing and. binding, of 
e720. presented a copy ty ently six years ago to the late’ Prince 
Demidoff, and in reply to my telegraph in suitable terms received one from him 
as follows: “Jal reen votre envoi. Je suis extromement tlatte qu'un simple 
petit ouvrage-comme le mien aura et estime si au dessus de sx valeur. Agreez 
lexpression de ma profonde reconnatssance.” On his death, the 26th January, 
1885. LT sent the Princess a letter of condolence, besides writing a long article 
and publishing it in a pamphlet in memory of her late husband as a testimonial 
of my gratitude for his able treatment of the Jewish question in Russia affecting 
the interests of more than three and a half millions of Jews residing there. The 
Princess sent me in return a medal containing the likeness of herself and late 
husband, being a COP of the one in gold presented to them hy the city of

Sir John Simon and Sir Julian Goldsmid, Bart.. with their usual practical 
discernment of the importance of useful information, with a few of their friends, 
contributed the funds with my sanction to puliish 1,000 additional copies to 
which Lagain subscribed £5. [ hope if any more emigrants come here from 
Russia they will not consist as they did when the former large emigration into 
Eneland took plice when 109.000 was raised for the emigrants who, to a larg 4 
extent were panic-stricken at hearing of plunder, rapine, and outrages of Jews 
and Jewesses residing at a distance of many hundred mules.

AUSTRIA-IIUNGARY. 

The foundation of Baron de Hirsch for the benetit of Jews in (ralicia and the 
3ukewina is not yet in operation, the Baron being reluctant to aecede to the 
ondition of the Government that it shall have the power of appointing all the 
sustees, Who are to be nine in nuinber, It is pointed that as systems frequently 
hange in Austria the trustees would have considerable intluence in the adminis- 
eation of the trust. A suggestion has been made that there should be two distinct 
«of regulations and of trustees for Galicia and the Bukowina, and with this

THE LATE EMPRESS AUGUSTA ON ANTI-SEMITISM. 


The Berlin Tag?. Rundschau has for some time past given 
number of letters written by the late Empress Augusta.

It 
iInstils poison into the popular mind, and the result will be that in vears to come 
the hearts of the Jews will be hardened. I remember from my earlier days that 
in the second and third decades of this eentury a movement altogether contrary 
to the anti-Semitism of to-day was in full swing ; many prominent Jews allowed 
themselves to be baptised, and their families are now numbered among the most 
respected in the land. At that time Christianity, with its predominating humani- 
tartan stamp, attracted people towards it as a religious doctrine greatly to be 
desired ; for then the attention of the world was fixed on the teachings of 
Herder and the fundamental principles of Hegel, and Christianity exercised a 
conquering effect on all intelligent followers of the Jewish religion. I shall never 
form tthe d ivsS W hen | discussed religious questions with Leopold Zunz.

A reprieve has been granted to Samuel Harrison, who was sentenced to death 
at the Leeds Assizes for the murder of his wife. For a considerable time the un- 
happy man had shown symptoms of mental aberration. During his incarceration 
in goal Harrison has been daily visited by the Rev. M. Abrahams, B.A., Minister of 
the Leeds congregation. The following is the text of the letter from the Home 
Office to the solicitors who defended the prisover, announcing the remiss'on of the 
capital sentence :—“ Whitehall, 16th August, 1590. Gentlemen,—With reference t» 
representations which you have submitted in regard to Samuel Harrison, who was 
sentenced to death for murder, 1am directed by the Secretary of State to acquaint 
you that, after a medical inquiry resulting in the convict’s being certified to be now 
of unsound mind, he has advised Her Majesty to respite the execution of the capital 
sentence, with a view to the removal of the convict to the Broadmoor Criminal 
Lunatic Asylum.—I am, Gentlemen, your obedient Servant, GoprreY LUSHINGTON. 
Messrs. Dunn and French, Solicitors, Leeds.” The reprieve has been secured

MANCHESTER. 

The Rev. Harris Cohen, of Merthyr, preachivg on Saturday last at the Great 
Synagogue, referred to the situation of the Jews in Russia. In the course of his 
remarks, Mr. Cohen said: Perhaps, if we were sufficiently penetrating, we would 
find in this Russian oppression the distinct acknowledgment of the industry and 
great intelligence of our people. We would eee a confession that Russia is afraid 
of the prosperity of the Jew. If I dare, without desecration, say that there are times 
when the Jew is desirable and useful, but Lhopein no spirit of malice that when 
those purse strings have to be loosed that the conditions of civil and religious 
liberty for Jews will be enforced by those who, by their great power, are enabled 
to bring even autocrats to a state of penitent humility. Outside the political con- 
siderations and thoee international regulations which prevent states from dictating 
to each other upon matters of internal policy, I believe that were Russia once 
more to unsheath the rusty sword of despotism against the liberty and life of poor 
inoffensive Jews, there would issue fresh from theentire family of nations such a 
shout of execration as would awe the most desperate tyrant. Butif I might with- 
out presumption say it this sympathy, this genuine charity manifested towards 
us by the foremost men of all people calls for a show of gratitude on our part, nay 
more, a presentation of our right to the citizenship of the world, not on account of 
our acquisition of money, not because our financiers are the cleverest, but that we. 
as a body, set a public example in honesty of dealing,in a just regard of truth, an 
honourable performance of our public and private engagements, our love and 
tenderness to the poor and sick among our own people, and as large a readiness 
to assist in every cause fer the amelioration of woe, and the diffusion of comfcrt 
and b'essing among the children of mankind, irrespective of race and creed. 

On the occasion of the marriage of Mr. J. Jacoba, Secretary of the Manchester 
New Synagogue, a wedding gift was presented to him by the members. The 
presentation consisted of a magnificent silver tray and seven cups gilt and embossed, 
and was accompanied by a valuable massive marble clock.

Sp) chrach, aged eleven months, the son of a hawker 
residing at 25, Great Pearl-street, Whitechapel. Simon Bachrach, a Dutch Jew, of 
miserable appearance, stated that deceased was his son. He had been ill for seven 
or eight weeks with whooping-cough and diarhaa, Last Thursday he took him to 
the hospital, where he died next day. His wife ran away with another man and 
left him with five children. He had been in England for seven years, and formerly 
_ Was manager of a coffee-stall, but lately got his living by hawking matches. He 
carried deceased about with him all day in the street, as he had no one to look after 
him ILis e'dest was ten years old, but he was “ not right in his head.” The young- 
est one alive was three years old. Dr, Robinson, house physician, deposed that 
death was due to bronchial prieumonia, which had been going on for about a week. 
The child ougbt certainly not to have been taken out into the street : it wanted 
careful nursing. The father, recalled, stated that he had never had any relief from 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, although he had frequently applied. Taoey told him 
_ to go tothe workhouse. The Coroner : Then there must be something wrong, The 
board generally take people out instead of sending them there. There is no country 
in the world where the Hebrews are more considered than in th's one. (Hear, hear. ) 
You ought to have taken this child to the workhouse if you could not attend to it 
properly yourself. This child has been allowed to die when by proper treatment its 
life no doubt would have been saved. I don’t say you did it, but it is a known fact 
that children are taken about the street to excite sympathy. If you come here again 
and it is proved that the child has been neglected, you will certainly goto the Old . 
Bailey to take your trial for manslaughter. Some.Juries would have sent you there 
now. It is no good you saying itis not your fault. If you can't attend to them 
take them to the workhouse, The jury returned a verdict in accordance with the 
medical evidence, and requested the coroner to write to the Jewish Board of Guardians 
calling their attention to the case.—We ave informed by the Secretary of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians that the father has not made application to tne Board for some 
months. On the last occasion he was offered assistanca to vo back to Holland, 
Which was declined. The case is well known to the Board as that of a confirmed 
beggar, one or two of his children generally accompanying him. It is probable that 
the exposure in the streets for begging purposes hastened the death of the child,
